1. AUTHORIZATION:

2. MINIMUM NEED: 

 

The Government of the District of Columbia, Child and Family Services Agency (CFSA), 

is seeking a contractor to provide psychiatric residential treatment and outpatient services 

for a client of the Agency.  The period of performance shall be One year from date of 

award.   

 

3. ESTIMATED REASONABLE PRICE:  

 

$245,000.00 

 

 4. FACTORS WHICH JUSTIFY SOLE SOURCE PROCUREMENT: 

 

(a) The contractor listed above, Cumberland Hospital for Children and Adolescents, 

provides psychiatric residential treatment services.  The contractor is to provide these 

services in New Kent, Va.    

 

(b) Some of CFSA’s wards have a need for intensive psychiatric residential services.  The 

client was in Children’s Hospital in DC and moved to a Psychiatric Residential 

Treatment Facility, Capstone, in Michigan.  Once there, the client developed an 

infection and had to be admitted to Children’s Hospital in Detroit.  The client is ready to 

be discharged from Children’s but cannot yet go back to Capstone.  Therefore, he is 

going to be accepted to Cumberland Hospital.  CFSA began searching for an appropriate 

provider to provide psychiatric residential treatment services. Cumberland is the only 

one in position of accepting and treating this youth and his medical condition at this 

point.  

 

(c) The proposed contractor is the only entity capable of meeting the District’s minimum 

need during the proposed period of performance.  The proposed contractor is aware of 

the services to be provided and is capable of performing services and has performed in 

this capacity before. In addition, Cumberland Hospital for Children and Adolescents is 

the only provider that can provide the level of therapeutic needs required for this client 

at this time. 



 

(d) A market survey was performed by contacting providers listed below that are in the 

District of Columbia. There are currently no facilities in the DC Metropolitan area that 

offer psychiatric residential treatment facilities.
